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or direct from H.M. Stationery Office. New Orders, however, may not be immediately available. 


The Local Retail Licensing Committee 


The President of the Board of Trade, after consultation with 
the Chairman of the Central Price Regulation Committee and the 
London Local Price Regulation Committee, has decided to 
appoint a new Committee for the London Region to deal with 
the work under the Location of Retail Businesses Order, 1942. 
Lord Swaythling has been appointed Chairman of the new 
Committee which will be called “The Local Retail Licensing 
Committee ’’ and will have its offices at New Oxford House, 
London, W.C.1. The names of the other members of the Com- 
mittee will be announced later. 

Until the new Committee has been appointed, the Local Price 
Regulation Committee will continue to deal with applications for 
licences under the Order. Such applications, and all corre- 
spondence relating to outstanding applications should in 
future, however, be sent to the Secretary of the Local Retail 
Licensing Committee, New Oxford House, London, W.C.1. 


Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) 
(No. 16) Order, 1942: Corsets 


A General Licence (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1408, price 1d.) has 
been issued under the Making of Civilian Clothing (Restrictions) 
(No. 16) Order, 1942 (see Board of Trade Journal, 7th November, 
1942, page 493) to relax certain restrictions on manufacture, with 
the object of stimulating the production of more durable gar- 
ments, particularly in heavy types of corset. The points covered 
have been discussed with the trade. 

The principal changes introduced by this Licence are :— 

The weight of metal in the body of a back laced or a front laced 
corset (containing not more than four flat steels per corset) has 
been increased :— 

(a) in sizes not exceeding 32 inches waist, from 6} to 7 ozs. 

(6) in sizes exceeding 32 inches but not exceeding 38 inches 
waist, from 74 to 9 ozs. and 

(c) in sizes exceeding 38 inches waist to 10} ozs. 

Front laced corsets may now have one additional hook and eye 
below the busk. 

The use of separate or reinforced lining and of double inter- 
lining is permitted. 

In order to make use of supports from discarded garments the 
licence permits the insertion of such supports into new garments, 
tither in addition to, or in substitution for, those used in the 
manufacture of the corset. 


Working Dress for R.N. Officers 


* At the request of the Admiralty the Board of Trade have 
added Navy Serge Blouses (Officers’ Working Dress) to the list of 
tationed articles which may be sold by traders without coupons 
to officers of the Royal Navy against their signed bills. This 
iddition has been made necessary by the introduction of a blue 
Working dress for naval officers consisting of (a) a blue serge 
blouse with shoulder straps bearing the appropriate distinction 
marks of rank and branch and (6) trousers. The supply of 
ffousers of a uniform pattern against signed bills is already 
suthorised. 


Concentration of Clothing Industry 


EAST AND WEST RIDINGS OF YORKSHIRE 


The Board of Trade announce that the scheme for the con- 
centration of the clothing industry is now being extended to 
cover the East and West Ridings of Yorkshire. This does not 
affect arrangements already in force in Leeds, nor does it apply 
to the retail bespoke trade. Manufacturers in the region will 
shortly receive an explanatory letter giving full details of the 
scheme, and an advisory committee is being formed of employers’ 
and workers’ representatives. 


Headwear Register 


A list of the persons whose names appeared on Part I or 
Part II of the Register of Manufacturers of Headwear has been 
published by His Majesty’s Stationery Office, and is obtainable 
from the Sales Office at Kingsway, London, W.C.2, or through 
any bookseller or newsagent. 


Industrial Safety Boots 


Industrial workers who are prone to foot accidents have 
hitherto been able to obtain buying permits to enable them to 
purchase safety boots with reinforced toes. Demand for these 
boots has now increased beyond the present rate of production. 
Every effort is being made to increase production still further, 
but in the meantime it is essential to see that the first priority 
for these boots is given to miners employed underground, 
amongst whom foot accidents are generally more numerous and 
severe than among any other group of workers. 

After consultation with the Ministry of Labour and National 
Service, the Ministry of Fuel and Power and the British Em- 
ployers’ Confederation and the Trades Union Congress, the 
Board of Trade have, therefore, decided that for a period of 
three months as from 12th October 1943, no further buying 
permits for safety boots will be granted to any but underground 
miners, and even then only in cases of real necessity. 

While supplies remain so limited, neither traders nor collieries 
can expect to maintain stocks at their normal level and permits 
will not be issued for this purpose. 


Clearing Office (Italy) Agreement 
Order 1943 


The Treasury made on the 8th October the Clearing Office 
(Italy) Agreement Order, 1943(S. R. & O. 1943, No. 1436, price 
ld.). This provides that the Clearing Office (Italy) Order, 1936, 
as amended, shall not apply to debts in respect of the price of 
Italian goods imported into the United Kingdom after the date 
of the Order, i.e. such debts will not be payable to the Anglo- 
Italian Clearing Office. 


Export Credits Guarantees 
RETURN FOR SEPTEMBER QUARTER 
The following statement shows the aggregate amount of the 
guarantees given during the quarter ended 30th September 1943 


under Section 1 of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939 :— 
During the quarter ended 30th September 1943 the Depart- 
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ment assumed liability up to a maximum of £5,903,228 in 
respect of contracts, policies and guarantees amounting to 
£12,427,747. 


Control of Timber 


STOCKS OF CONSTRUCTIONAL PLYWOOD 


After a period of shortage the Timber Control has now built 
up stocks of constructional plywood of all thicknesses in both 
“Interior” and “ Exterior” types to a sound working level. 
Since the use of plywood in many types of production work leads 
to considerable economy of freight space, the Control is now 
encouraging a wide measure of substitution for solid timber. 
Substitution will be limited to those purposes which show a 
reasonable overall economy, and in particular those which replace 
the better grades of timber. There is no intention of replacing 
alternative home-produced sheet materials, such as reinforced 
felt, asbestos cement or plaster board, where they are giving 
satisfactory service.

British Standard Specifications 


ECONOMY OF SOFT SOLDERS 


An Appendix to B.S./STA.7—Economy of Soft Solders, which 
has just been issued by the British Standards Institution for the 
Ministry of Supply deals with specifications for solders, part 
ticularly from the aspect of economy in the tin content. 

The recommendations have been prepared by an Advisory 
Panel of the British Non-Ferrous Metals Research Association; 
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under the chairmanship of Dr. H. Moore. 
classified in four series. 

Sub-Series A.—Lead-silver alloys. These are three solders in 
this series. 

Sub-Series B.—Lead-tin-antimony alloys. 
solders in this series. 

Sub-Series C-—Lead-tin and lead-tin-antimony alloys with 
small additions of silver. There are six solders in this series. 

Sub-Series D.—Lead-tin and lead-tin-antimony alloys. There 
are five solders in this series. 

Guidance as to the choice of ‘an appropriate solder, and sug- 
gestions for the uses for which the various solders are appropriate 
are given.

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WATER TUBE BOILERS AND THEIR 
INTEGRAL SUPERHEATERS 


The range of published British Standards for Boilers has been 
completed by the issue of a British Standard Specification for 
Water Tube Boilers and their Integral Superheaters. This 
specification applies to water tube boiler units including super- 
heaters, economisers, and to other parts connected to the boiler 
without the interposition of a shut-off valve which is exclusive 
of brickwork setting and insulation. 

Details of materials specifications are included covering 
plates and rivet bars, seamless forged drums, forgings other than 
seamless drums, tubes and headers, pipes and steel castings. 
Complete formule are included governing the scantlings of the 
boiler, and these formul# apply to boilers working under average 
normal conditions of draught, good feed water and adequate 
supervision. 

Where working conditions are adverse, e.g., abnormal evapora- 
tion, bad feed water, exposure to the elements, or where of 
necessity maintenance supervision will be inadequate, it is 
recommended that the scantlings found by calculation from the 
formule given should be increased. 

The simplest method of compensation for adverse conditions 
of the kind is to design for a working pressure above that at 
which it is intended to operate the boiler, having regard to the 
probable reduction of life in service due to the adverse causes. 

It has been the general desire to avoid the use of complicated 
formule, and this has been possible by confining consideration 
to the standard types of water tube boilers in general use. It is 
realised that some of the formulz adopted could not be applied 
to all conceivable combinations and variations in design which 
progress might dictate and in such cases the scantlings should be 
the subject of agreement between the purchaser and the manu- 
facturer. 

It is recognised that the design of water tube boilers is the 
subject of continuous development, and it is intended to review 
this specification annually with a view to the incorporation of 
such modifications as are found desirable as a result of progress.

Argentina 


STATE AID FOR INDUSTRY 


The Bank of London and South America Limited, London, 
reports that the Argentine Government issued a decree on 31st 
August last, creating a system of loans to assist industry, so that 
‘ national production may be diversified and new industries 
established. A special Industrial Credit Fund will be formed 
under the control of the Central Bank. The Banco de la Nacién 
Argentina may participate up to 100 million pesos, with a 
maximum rate of interest of 5 per cent., applications for in- 
dustrial loans must be made to the banks participating in the 
system. All banks are free to join the new system, but the 
volume of their industrial loans must not exceed their reserves 
plus 15 per cent. of their average savings deposits in the last 
five years. The Industrial Credit Fund will be formed with 
(a) the Government’s profits on the issue of subsidiary currency ; 
(b) dividends accruing to the State on its shares in the Central 
Bank and the Government’s share of the remaining profits ; 
(c) profits from the Fund after deducting sinking fund and 
administration expenses, and (d) special sums which the Federal 
Government may credit to the Fund. 


Australia 
OUTPUT OF DAIRY PRODUCTS 


The tremendous expansion in the production of milk products 
in Australia since the beginning of the war has caused milk to be 
diverted from butter production. More milk products have been 
necessary to meet the needs of the armed services and Great 
Britain. 

The greatest increase has been in the production of un- 
sweetened condensed milk, from 2 million Ibs. just before the 
war to 24 million Ibs. in 1942. Sweetened condensed milk pro- 
duction rose from 32 million lbs prior to the war to 77 million lbs. 
last year. Increases are also shown in the figures for concen- 
trated milk and powdered milk, both skim and full-cream. 

The butter output of the Commonwealth for the year ended 
30th June 1943 is estimated at 178,867 tons as compared with 
169,454 tons for 1942 and 211,987 tons in 1939-40. 

The Commonwealth has contracted to supply the United 
Kingdom with 70,000 tons of butter and 10,000 tons of dry 
butterfat during the year ended 30th June. Unti! 3lst March 
last, exports for the financial year totalled 51,120 tons. 

Cheese production for the year ended 30th June 1943 is esti- 
mated at 36,555 tons as against 29,798 tons for 1941-42. Pro- 
duction for the nine months ended 3lst March 1943 was 31,105 
tons, while exports totalled 9,510 tons or 30°43 per cent. of 
production. 


SUGAR AND WHEAT PRODUCTION 


Final figures for the 1942 output of sugar show that total 
production for the year ended 30th June 1943, was lower than 
first estimated, 625,000 tons. The 1942 production figure, which 
is the lowest in the past decade, is a further reduction from the 
figure for the peak year (1939), when the output was 891,422 
tons, production in the intervening years being 759,446 tons in 
1940 and 696,815 tons in 1941. 

While the 1939 production was expanded by exceptionally 
favourable climatic conditions throughout the sugar belt during 
the growing period the Australian Sugar Producers’ Associa- 
tion considers that less favourable climate conditions in the 
subsequent years have been of only secondary importance in 
the declining output. Major factors have been shortages of man- 
power and fertilisers, while there is no indication that the 
position will not deteriorate further in respect of both items. 

There has been an increase in the price per ton for raw sugar 
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exported, but this advance has not maintained the annual gross 
income of the industry. In round figures the revenue of the 
industry was £14 million in 1939, £13 million in 1940; £12 
million in 1941 and £11 million in 1942. 

The Sugar Producers’ Association emphasises that unit costs 
of labour and essential supplies have increased substantially 
although gross expenditure has not necessafily increased in 
proportion since labour and certain necessary supplies have been 
available only on a reduced scale. 

Unsold stocks of wheat in Australia at Ist August approxi- 
mated 187 million bushels. The rate of export is still very slow. 
Consumption of whole wheat and ground wheat as stock feed 
continues to increase owing to drought and the absence of mill 
offals, due to the decline in flour milling. Consumption of wheat 
as stock feed is 30 per cent. higher than this time last year. 
Weather conditions continue poor, with rain urgently needed, 
especially in Victoria and New South Wales, to ensure even an 
average crop. Wheat acreage is estimated at 8,317,000 as 
compared with 9,280,000 last season.

TRADE BALANCE 1942-43 


Indian Government trade returns for the year ended 31st 
March 1943 showed a considerable decline in both import and 
export values as compared with the preceding year. Imports 
fell off from Rs.1,732,701,339 in 1941-42 to Rs.1,104,482,618, 
while exports decreased from 2,375,768,672 to Rs.1,876,010,948. 
Despite the appreciable decline in total trade values, the favour- 
able balance of trade rose from Rs.643,067,333 in 1941-42 to 
Rs.771,528,330 in the year ended 31st March last.

RECENT BUSINESS CONDITIONS 


There is a notable improvement in the shipping space available 
for both imports and exports and business in general may be 
considered satisfactory under existing conditions. The cocoa 
market is fairly active although the price is again rather weaker. 
Total arrivals of cocoa from producing centres during the period 
ist January to 31st August 1943 were 299,644 quintals, compared 
with 208,538 quintals in the like period of 1942. The coffee 
market is dull and prices continue to decline. Some weakness 
has developed in the market for rice owing to the fall in prices in 
Cuba, although Peru is showing interest. Exports of Balsa 
wood increased notably in the year 1942 to nearly 24 million 


feet valued at 6,855,000 sucres in 1941. 


New Zealand 


MEAT AND DAIRY PRODUCTION 


According to the Report of the Meat Producers’ Board for the 
season ended 30th June 1943, conditions in the meat trade are 
regarded as satisfactory. Contrary to expectations in the early 
months of last year, the 1941-42 season finished with a very 
small carryover of unshipped meat. During the 1942-43 season 
the volume of available shipping space, while short in the 
beginning, improved later to the extent that next season there 
will be no heavy carryover. The total killings for export during 
the 1942-43 season (Ist October 1942 to 29th May 1943) are 
given below, with figures for the previous season (to 30th May 
1942) :—

The Minister of Agriculture in a recent announcement stated 
that the production of butter and cheese for export during the: 
nine months ended 30th April 1943 was 9-67 per cent. less than 
for the corresponding period of the previous season. A factor 
in this decrease was an increase in local consumption of 1,000 
tons. 

During the period previously mentioned the export butter 
output totalled 104,826 tons as compared with 99,468 tons for 
the same period in 1941-42, an increase of 5,358 tons or 5-38 per 
cent. Cheese production for export for the same periods was 
90,576 tons and 138,017 tons, a decrease of about 34 per cent. 
The figures demonstrate the present programme of increased 
butter production at the expense of cheese production. 

Stocks of butter in store in the Dominion on Ist May last 
totalled 34,000 tons as against 38,500 tons on the corresponding 
date last year, while the respective figures for cheese were 
23,000 and 40,000 tons respectively.

TRADE CONDITIONS 


Trading in cork continues dull with buyers showing no interest. 
The greater part of the codfish fleet has returned from Newfound- 
land and it is anticipated that the major portion of the cargoes 
will be cured and ready for marketing by about the end of 
October. Sardines continue to be caught in fair quantities and 
txport movement has been active; packing houses have been 
operating, although the supply of tinplate is still very short 
apart from a few thousand cases of Belgian origin which arrived 
recently. The demand for textiles continues strong and exceeds 
the limited supply ; stocks are declining, with prices unchanged. 
Trading in coal is steady.

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Export Credits Guarantees 


PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 


Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 1939, 
the Export Credite Guarantee Department is authorised to 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpose 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in oversea 
trading, and the Department has put into operation special 
facilities giving them protection against these risks on 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency policy 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cash, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until he 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the goods. 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department the 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection against 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(b) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing pay- 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their delivery ; 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges not 

covered by Marine or Government war risk policies 
caused by interruption or diversion (through British 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which the 
goods are shipped. 

The cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 per 
cent., according to the particular risk, 

The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm c.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 
agreed period (normally six months). 
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Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 
The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and 
transactions.
